PREFACE 


To  the  Vi/or shipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors ♦ 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  in  1957*  The 
Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
Following  my  Report,  is  the  Report  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Dr,  D,K,  MacTaggart  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  he  resigned 
in  September,  1957>  to  take  up  a similar  appointment  in  a nearby  District,  The 
Borough  was  fortunate  in  that  Dr,  MacTaggart  was  able  to  act  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  a part-time  capacity  until  December  31 st  1957* 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  population  of  Dartmouth 
increased  by  2&0  persons  to  a total  of  6,220  persons.  This  increase  is  made 
up  of  an  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  amounting  to  14  persons,  and  an  inward 
migration  into  Dartmouth  of  206  people. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  14,5  per  1,000  population  is  a little  below 
the  Rate  for  the  rest  of  the  Country, 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  at  persons  per  1,000  population  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  National  Average  of  11,5  end  is  also  well  below  the 
figure  for  1956, 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  caused  35  out  of  the  total  of  69 
deaths.  This  is  approximately  5®9^  of  the  total. 

Cancer  caused  12  deaths  (^7%  of  the  total),  and  there  were  only  3 deaths 
from  respiratory  illnesses. 

There  were  2 deaths  amongst  children  under  the  age  of  1 year. 

Notifiable  Diseases 


Dartmouth  escaped  emy  major  outbreak  of  illness  during  1957* 
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Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 


The  Devon  County  Council  arranged  a series  of  innoculations  against 
Poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

Environmental  Hygiene 

Your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  reported  in  detail  on  this  aspect  of  the 
work,  in  Section  C of  the  Report. 

Inspections  of  substandard  housing,  with  the  accent  upon  repair  rather 
than  demolition,  has  occupied  a great  deal  of  time.  Elimination  of  totally 
unfit  properties,  so  far  as  human  habitation  is  concerned,  is  severely  hampered 
by  a lack  of  suitable  alternative  accommodation  to  offer  to  the  persons  who 
would  otherwise  be  homeless. 

Meat  inspection  at  Jawbones  Abattoir  is  an  exacting,  and  most  important 
function  of  your  Health  Inspector.  A total  of  5i780  carcases,  together  with 
offals  was  inspected.  This  represents  100  per  cent  inspection.  Just  over  5 per 
cent  of  the  meat  inspected  was  found  to  be  partially  or  wholly  diseased.  This 
is  an  improvement  over  1956  when  the  comparable  figure  was  over  8 per  cent.  The 
improvement  can  be  attributed  mainly  to  a lov/ered  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
amongst  cattle.

LABORATORY  SERVICE 


Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth. 

In  emergency,  certain  (medical)  specimens  can  be  examined  at  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay. 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  following  are  some  of  the  County  Council  Services  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  19^ » available  at  Dartmouth.  Full  details  can  be  obtained 
from  the  County  Medical  Officer,  45,  St.  Davids  Hill,  Exeter. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  at  Dartmouth  is  operated  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade,  under  an  agency  agreement  with  the  Devon  County  Council.  (Telephone; 
Dartmouth  76/77)*  Except  in  emergency,  an  ambulance  should  be  ordered  by  a 
medical  practitioner. 

Home  Nursing,  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  'and  Welfare  Centres 

There  are  two  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  (Telephone  Dartmouth  268), 
one  Health  Visitor  (Telephone  Stoke  Fleming  243),  and  one  Welfare  Centre. 

Vaccinations,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  Immunisations 

A Medical  Officer  at  the  Welfare  Centre,  Mayors  Avenue  will  vaccinate 
or  immunise  babies  at  the  request  of  parents.  Family  Doctors  will  also 
provide  this  prophylaxis  free  of  charge. 

Home  and  Domestic  Help  Service

A charge  may  be  made  for  this  service,  in  accordance  with  the  County 
Council’s  assessment  scale.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  Dartmouth  and  Kingswear  Hospital  (23  beds)  is  administered  by  the 
Torquay  Hospital  Management  Committee,  Patients  from  Dartmouth  also  attend  the 
Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay,  which  is  the  principal  general  hospital  for  the  area. 

Chronic  Sick  can  receive  treatment  at  Broomborough  Hospital  Totnes  and 
at  Newton  Abbot  Hospital, 

All  the  above  beds  are  managed  by  the  Torquay  Hospital  Management  Committee 
within  the  South- V/estern  Regional  Hospital  Board, 

The  Devon  County  Council  provides  43  Beds  at  Broomborough  Hospital  Totnes, 
and  15  Beds  at  Newton  Abbot  Hospital  for  the  care  of  aged  persons,  under  Part 
III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,

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WATER  SUPPLY 


PUBLIC  Source  of  Supply 

Drinking  water  is  supplied  by  the  South  Devon  Water  Board  from  their 
moorland  supplies  on  Dartmoor  and  the  Norton  Reservoir  at  Dartmouth. 

Quality 

The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.  The  Board  takes  frequent 
bacteriological  samples,  from  the  supply  mains  and  all  the  results  for 
Dartmouth  in  1S'57  were  satisfactory. 

PRIVATE  Sources  of  Supply 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  still  37  properties  dn  the  Borough 
deriving  water  from  private  springs  or  shallow  wells. 

A total  of  60  water  samples  from  these  sources  were  sampled,  and  23  were 
found  to  be  bacteriologically  unfit  to  drink  in  the  raw  state.  Consumers  were 
advised  to  boil  the  water  for  human  consumption. 

Arrangomerts  are  being  made  with  the  Water  Board  for  the  provision  of  a 
main  piped  supply  to  8 of  the  hoiases  showing  the  most  consistent  degree  of 
contamination. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEIVERAGE 

The  Borough  has  5 main  sewer  outfalls  which  discharge  into  the  tidal 
estuary  of  the  River  Dart.  The  North  Embankment  Outfall  was  renewed  during 

1957. 

In  addition  there  are  a number  of  privately  owned  sewer  outfalls. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Household  Refuse  is  collected  weekly,  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  on  land  at  Jawbones.  Cardboard  and  paper  is  burnt. 

Trade  Refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  free  of  charge.  Any  special 
collections  are  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  one  shilling  per  bin.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


There  were  only  67  notified  cases  of  disease  during  the  year*  The  principle 
outbreak  was  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  was  confined  almost  entirely  to  one  school 
where  considerable  disinfection  work  was  carried  out* 

There  were  264  articles  treated  in  the  steam  disinfector,  which  continues 
to  give  excellent  service*  The  cost  of  treatments  was  fully  recovered  in  most 
cases*  Seventeen  premises  including  two  Council  houses,  were  treated  for  vermin* 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  licensed  site  containing  25  caravans  was  very  well  maintained  through- 
out the  year*  One  new  site  for  85  caravans  was  licensed  and  necessary  amenities 
are  in  process  of  being  provided.  The  holiday  chalets  at  Compass  Cove  were  at 
all  times  found  satisfactory  and  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  private  supply 
were  fovind  free  from  contamination* 

HOUSING 


Inspections 

A total  of  195  houses  in  the  Borough  was  inspected  under  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Acts  during  This  necessitated  902  visits. 

In  addition  164  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with*

Overcrowding 


There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  at  the  beginning  of  1957#  Three  new 
cases  (involving  11  persons)  were  discovered  and  remedied,  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  December  1957  one  of  those  cases  had  again  become  over- 
crowded. 

Substandard  Housing 

One  house,  and  one  part  of  a house  were  closed  for  human  habitation,  and 
one  house  was  demolished,  during  1957# 

Of  the  original  list  of  43  properties  scheduled  for  attention  under  the 
Council’s  slum  clearance  proposals  21  have  been  dealt  with  as  follows 

5 Have  been  demolished. 

2 Have  Demolition  Orders  on  them. 

3 Have  been  Closed  (by  agreement  with  the  owners). 

2 Have  Closing  Orders  on  them. 

1 Has  part  of  the  house  Closed  by  Order. 

2 Houses  have  been  made  habitable  by  the  owners. 

6 Houses  have  been  repaired  and  converted  into 
three  habitable  dwellings. 

This  leaves  22  of  the  original  list,  together  with  various  other  houses, 
which  have  since  been  surveyed,  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

Lack  of  suitable  alternative  accommodation  is  still  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  be  overcome  in  the  improvement  and  clearance  programme. 

Rent  Act,  1957 


No  very  great  difficulty  has  resulted  from  the  1957  Rent  Act,  There 
were  17  applications  for  advice  by  tenants  who  objected  to  rent  increases  on 
the  grounds  of  house  defects  which  were  rectified  after  service  of  Form  G by 
the  tenants. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

Only  two  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 
Improvement  Grants 


Six  Improvement  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year.  The  value  of 
Grants  made  was  approximately  £800, 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


AND  FOOD  PREMISES 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

Milk  Supply 

There  remain  four  registered  dairies  in  the  town,  one  of  which  is  equipped 
with  a Holder  type  pasteurising  plant.  Two  farms  are  registered  for  the  sale 
of  tuberculin  tested  farm  bottled  milk.  The  remaining  farmers  dispatch  all 
milk  produced  to  a central  pasteurising  plant. 

Milk  Samples 

25  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  the  methylene  blue 
cleeinlinesE  test,  22  of  these  passed  the  test.  Three  failed  and  were  referred 
to  the  County  Milk  Production  Officer  for  investigation. 

25  samples  were  submitted  for  the  Tuberculin  Test  and  all  were  declared 
free  from  the  disease,  Tv;o  samples  of  school  milk  were  sent  for  examination 
both  passed  the  cleanliness  and  pasteurisation  tests* 

School  Milk 

All  the  milk  supplied  to  schools  was  pasteurised,  and  s£imples  taken 
throughout  the  year  were  satisfactory, 

FOOD  PREMISES 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1933 

During  the  year  489  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  in  the  town.  The 
general  standard  of  cleanliness  of  food  premises  improved  still  further  during 
the  year.  With  the  exception  of  one  canteen  which  closed  down,  the  number  of 
food  premises  remained  the  same  as  the  previous  year.

The  number  of  animals  dealt  with  at  the  Public  Abattoir  was  comparable 
with  the  previous  year  and  all  were  inspected  post  mortem.  The  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  all  animals  showed  an  appreciable  and  very  welcome  decline. 
Although  this  area  is  not  due  to  be  a declared  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Area 
until  March,  1959»  it  is  evident  that  the  free  tuberculin  tests  for  cattle, 
provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  already  paying  dividends.  To  qualify 
for  an  attested  certificate  and  bonus  payments,  a farmer  has  to  subject  his  herd 
to  two  consecutive  clear  tests  over  a period  of  not  less  than  two  months. 

Except  for  pigs  the  incidence  of  disease  and  parasites  found  in  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  was  greatly  reduced.  In  the  case  of  pigs,  pneumonia, 
probably  of  parasitic  origin,  was  found  to  be  much  more  prevalant.  There  is 
still  no  sign  that  Cysticercus  Bovis  is  on  the  decline;  although  no  generalised 
cases  were  discovered,  there  still  remains  about  the  same  average  number  of 
animals  found  with  localised  cysts,  A feature  of  this  parasite  is  that  it  is 
invariably  confined  to  cattle  in  prime  condition.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat 


The  v.'eight  of  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse  amounted  to 
1 Ton.  18  Cwt.  14  lb. 


This  rAea.t  was  dyed'  to  show  it  was  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  was 
then  released  to  a reputable  company  for  processing  into  fertiliser  and  animal 
feeding  stuffs.
